MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 1—The tele- 
grams sent out to the various newspapers 
during the past week have put me and 


those I represent in a false position. We 
do not know nor have we anticipated any 
trouble here to-day. All we are contend- 
ing for is our rights under the law, and 
this we will obtain in a lawful and peace- 
able manner. We expect a large num of 
our friends here from different rts of 
the State in obedience to the call I issued in 
an address about two weeks ago. I 
deemed it my duty to issue that address 
to the people of Alabama, because I hon- 
estly believed, and it was the unanimous 
sentiment expressed by the State Conven- 
tion held in this city Nov. 12, that on Aug. 
6 last I received a large majority of votes 
legally cast for Governor of the State. 

By frauds of the grossest character the 
title to that office has been conferred upon 
Col. Oates. He will to-day add insult to 
injury by accepting the highest office in 
the gift of our people, well knowing it is 
bestowed upon him by fraudulent acts of 
the party controlling the polls. I would 
indeed be ungrateful if I failed to protest 
in behalf of two-thirds of the white voters 
78 Alabama against such wilful usurpa- 
tion, 

I simply propose to take the oath of 
office and to be sworn in as Governor. of 
this State. It is the ballot which gives the 
right to this office under the laws of Ala- 
bama. But that right has been suspended 
by fraudulent elections, and the prima 
facie right to the office of Governor has 
been conferred upon Col. Oates. I take 
the oath of office simply as the protest 
against usurpation and fraud, and will use 
all legal means at my command to set 
aside the fraudulent election returns upon 
which he bases his claim.

These houses will be run quietly and an 
effort made to keep sentiment from being 
aroused against them. / 

Others of the unfortunates have gone 
down into the old burnt district around 
Sixth street and Clark avenue and Elm 
street, and still others have dodged around 
the corners onto Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets, off Pine and Chestnut, evad- 
ing only temporarily the necessity for 
leaving the district. The instructions of 
the Police Department to the women on 
these streets are that they must get out by 
March 1. When that date comes there will 
7 another exodus, and more women will 

cast out into the streets to seek homes 
near respectable pecple.

„Those people will go down to Texas and 
submit themselves to thé court,” ‘sald ex-

The Pepuliat Leader Will Make an Ad-

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dev. 1.—Since day- 
light this morning the streets of the city 
have resounded with the tramp of armed 
men and the roll of drums, and the early 
morning sun glistened upon hundreds. of 
bristling bayonets, which marked the ar- 
rival and presence of the State militia to 
participate in the inauguration of Gov.-elect 
W. C. Oates. 

As the day advanced there appeared to be 
an increase in the number of countrymen 
in the city.

showed themselves around the streets with 
their guns and their ammunition belts 
studded with ball cartridges. The Kolbites 
had not yet 3 their ns.

Jones and his came to the State-house 
early in the 8 and were busily en- 
gaged in ot ape preparations to protect 
inaugural s es from violence. 
At 10: — militia began to assemble at 
ry. At a caucus of the Kolbites 
ht it was decided to assemble at the 
ouse at 1 o’clock to-day, one hour 
in advance of the ina ration, and have 
Kolb sworn in. Some fficulty’ Was expe- 
rienced in getting an official to administer

he ll o’clock a message was received that 
am Kolb had taken the Gubernatorial 
in a down town office and was coming 

to the State House to make his speech. 
Gov. Jones issued orders to ve free 
access to the State House grounds as long 
as those who enter behave in an orderly 
manner. 
Kolb was sworn in by James W. Powell, 
a Justice of the Peace, the ceremony occur- 
ring in the law office of Warren Resse, and 
at the same time the oath was administered 
to J. C. Fanvill as Secretary of State, W. 
T. Lynch as Auditor, J. P. Oliver as Super- 
intendent of Education and Warren Reese, 
Jr., as Attorney-General. 

Kolb and his cabinet then proceeded to 
1 State-house for the puree se of making 

a speech. He was followed by several hun- 
dred of his adherents. They marched up 
the State-house steps through the ranks of 
the assembled militia and re on A their places 
beside the identical portico upon which 
Jefferson Davis was declared President of 
the Confederate States. 

Jones sent for 
Capt. Kolb, who was escorted into his 1 
ence by Lieut. Irwin of the regular arm

A wagon stood near by and upon this 
Capt. Kolb mounted. He stated that the 
proceedings would be opened with prayer. 
A Populist clergyman mounted the wagon 
and, at his motion, the crowd uncover 
their heads. It was an impressive scene. 
Every man in the crowd was a plain coun- 
tryman with rough clothes and high top 
boots. In simple English the clergyman 
invoked the blessing of God upon the as- 
semblage.

At its conclusion Capt. Kolb made a 
short address.

He 
cautioned the people against violence, and, 
amid arousing cheers, descended from the 
wagon. His place was taken by Dr. Crow, 
from an adjacent place, who has made 
desperate and bloodthirsty threats.

After this speech they dispersed and pro- 
ceeded down town, where they are enlisting 
in crowds, although they have apparently 
no definite plan of action. A battery of ar- 
tillery was swung into position on the hill in 
front of the State House and the cavalry 
withdrawn.

The question of what court, if any, has 
the authority to try the contested election 
cases of Justices of the Peace is one upon 
which the doctors of law greatly disagree. 
The attorneys of such Justices as have filed 
their notices of contest in the Circuit Court 
believe that these courts have authority, 
while some, at least, of the opposing coun- 
sel claim that these cases are without the 
jurisdiction of any court. So far as those 
cases now being tried by the Mayor is con-

Judge John F. Walton, who for many 
years has been a prominent character in lo- 
cal Democratic politics, and who for six 
years past filled the position of Chief Jan- 


itor at the Four Courts, died on Friday at 
9 p. m. at his residence, 1610 Market street 
after a lingering illness. The decease 

leaves a host of friends who mourn his 
death. He was 6 years old, and was born 
in Macroon, County Cork, Ireland. He came 
to this country in 1851, and, after work- 
ing some time at the gaddler trade, em- 
barked in politics. In 1874 he was elected 
Justice of the Peace, d served a term of 
four years. Afterward, from 1881, for three 
consecutive terms, he was a member of the 
St. Louis dele ation in the State Legislat- 
ure. It was after he emerged from this po- 
sition, about six years ago, that he was ap- 
pointed Chief Janitor at the Four Courts 
under the then Mayor D. R. Francis. Tho 
deceased was a widower, but leaves no 
children. He was one of the most popular 
of all the Four Courts officials.
